Boy-Ed's Activities Have 


L o n g Been Subject of 
Criticism.

Washington, Dec, 3.—The state de- 
partment annoTinced formally late to- 
day that it had a«ked for the rccall of 
Captain Boy-Ed and Captain von Papen, 
naval and military attaches, reRpcctivc-

ters."

spirators of the Hamburg-American line, 
who were 
yesterday found guilty in 
\ 
New York. 


The subject was understood to have 
been discussed at the cabinet meeting 
today. Secretary Lansing after the cabi- 
net meeting flatly refused to answer 
any question on the subject and other 
members of the cabinet were equally 
* 
silent. 
The German embassy also re- 
fused to talk about it. 


Th estate department was believed to 
be of the opinion that as Capt. Boy-Kd 
liad admitted his connection with tlui 
financing of the operations which the 
New York jury gave a verdict as being 
illegal, there waa nothing else to do but 
inform the. German government of its 
views. 


By informing the ambassador that the 
attaehe is persona non grata the Unit- 
ed States leave it with the German gov- 
ernment as to the manner in which 
Captain Boy-Ed 
shall 
terminate his 
connection with the embassy. 
This is 
the usual diplomatic procedure in the 
case of an attache of an embassy or a 
legation whom the United States finds 
objectionable. 


Captain 
Boy-Ed's 
activities 
in 
the 
United States since the war began have 
been the subject of close attention by 
the state department and the depart- 
ment of justice. 
Several times it had 
^ 
been broadly hinted that the American 
government might intimate to Germany 
that the operations of her naval attache 
were objectionable, with the inevitable 
suggestion that his connection ith the 
embassy should be terminated. 
Each 
time, I however, the threatened 
action 
came to nothing. 
While the state de- 
partment consistently refused to dis- 
cuBS the captain's 
cane, the German 
embassy intimated that it had feflson 
to believe that he had done nothing for 
which he should be censured.

Traction Officials Refuse to 
Accept Latest Peace 
Proposal. 


OLD PLACES ARE 


NO LONGER OPEN 


President 
Barrett 
For- 
wards Reply to Concilia- 
tion Committee. 


President James M. Barrett, of tiie 
Fort Wayne and Northern Indiana Trac 
tion company, in a communication ad- 
dressed to the conciliation committee, 
Friday' afternoon, refused to accept tho 
new agreement presented by the Fed' 
eration of Labor for a settlement of the 
street car strike. 


President Barrett's reply to the con 
ciliation committee is as follows: 


"I beg to acknowledge receipt of Mr. 
Foster's letter of December 2nd, en- 
closing therewith & communication ad- 
dressed to you by the executive board 
of the Fort Wayne Federation of Labor 
and asking for a reply thereto. 


"The Fort Wayne and Northern Indi- 
ana Traction coippany respectfully sub- 
mits to your honorable committee that 
it h§s in no way caused and is not re 
sponsible for any .suffering, inconven- 
ience or loss to any of the people of 
Fort 
Wayne. 
It 
did not cause the 
strike, but sought in every fair way to 
present it. 
It has not presented, but 
iuivted Tpeople. to ride on its. cars and 
has afforded them every opportunity to 
do so. 
By no act or word has it, or 
any of its officials, 
given any offence 
either to organized or unorganized la- 
bor or anyone else. It has only sought 
and now seeks only to operate its prop- 
erties in a peaceable and lawful man- 
ner in order to furnish proptsr and effi- 
cient transportation service to the peo- 
ple of Fort Wayne, as it is required by 
law to do. 
If, 
therefore, those who 
brought about the former strike of our 
employes and control the boycott now 
existing against the company and the 
unfortunate conditions in our city, re- 
sulting therefrom will, as good citizens, 
exercise their efforts to obviate .them, 
normal conditions will soon be restored. 
If this company is not permitted to 
own and operate its property in a law- 
ful manner, there will not be much en- 
couragement to others to invest large 
capital 
in any other business 
enter- 
prises in this city. 


Several Reasons Given. 


"The Fort Wayne sind Northern Indi- 
ana Traction company declines to enter 
into an agreement on the basis of the 
proposition so submitted for the follow- 
ing reasons: 


"1. 
The foimer employes of this com- 
pany left its service without cause and 
went upon a strike in violation of their 
VTitten contracts and refused to arbi- 
trate any grievances they had before 
the public service commission of Indi- 
ana, as provided therein. 


"2. The president of the company im- 
mediately thereafter sent to each of 
them a letter asking them to return to 
their work and take their regular runs, 
advising them that the company was re- 
quired by law to operate its cars and If 
they failed to do so, the company would, 
necessarily, bo compelled to fill their 
places with other men. 
They refused to 
return to their work and the company, 
as required by 
law, 
employed 
other 
trainmen- with 
whom it entered into 
written contracts in exactly the same 
terms as the company had with its for- 
mer employes, 


"3. After two weeks had elapsed, the 
superintendent of transportation sent a 
letter to a great number of its former 
employes asking them to return to work 
and take their former runs, advising 
them that regular runs would be . as- 
signed in a few days. 
They again re- 
fused to return to their work and take 
their regular runs. 


"4. 
We enclose herewith a copy of 
tlic proposition submitted by this com- 
pany to your committee tinder date of 
November 23, 1915, in which the com- 
pany offered to take back fifty (60) of 
its former employes within two weeks 
if sufficient vacancies occurred and other 
of such employes \rom time to time as 
vacancies'shall occur, and in making se- 
lections, to give preference to men with 
families dependent upon them. 
This 
proposition was promptly a rejected and 
Uie company advised that there could 
be no final settlement or adjustment, 
unless all of the former" empk>y<»8 were 
taken back in a body and put on the pay 
roll of the company at a minimum wage 
of $18.00 per week until work could be 
furnished them..

UZZIAH'S 
PRIDE 
AND 
PUNISH- 
MENT. 


LESSON TEXT-II Chron. W.MO, 16-21. 
QOLDEN TEXT-A man's pride shall 
bring him low. but he that is of a lowly 
spirit 
shall obtain 
honor.—Prov. 29:23 
R 
V. 


•Agaia we 
consider the 
southern 
kingdom. 
No better character could 
have been chosen to illustrate the 
condition of rulers and people in the 
declining days of Judah's glory. Uz- 
ziah ruled for 52 years and his reign 
was almost midway between the days 
of Solomon and those of the Babylon- 
ian captivity. 


I. Priest and Parent», w . 1-5. The 


name Uzziah means "God has helped 
me," and no king ever had better ad- 
vantages in the way of parents an;i 
counselors. 
To the Influence of his 
parents he yielded in his youth (v. 4), 
followed the good counsel of Zacha- 
riah the prophet of God (v. 5), and 
as long as he sought the Lord, "God 
made him prosper." Ancestry and en- 
vironment are not, however, a guar- 
anty of any perpetuity in character. 


II. Pride, w . 6-15. Uzziah or Azariah 
(marg.) made a fine start and his 
reign, considered as a whole, was 
one of the most brilliant in Judah's 
history. It bears some striking resem- 
blances to that of Solomon in that the 
dangerous enemies became subject na- 
tions (V, 8). 
In the conduct of his 
campaigns Uzziah "waxed exceeding- 
ly strong" (V. 8 R. V.) 
Uzziah also 
greatly 
improved and 
strengthened 
Jerusalem and gave much heed to 
stock raising and forestry (v. 10). The 
secret of all of this prosperity was 
that he sought Jehovah. 
Christen- 
dom is not Christianity, yet it is a 
fact that in those lands where God 
Is most highly exalted and most near- 
ly followed we witness the greatest 
prosperity and men living amidst th« 
most comfortable surroundings. Seek 
Jehovah, know his v/ill as revealed in 
his word, and do that will 
when 
learned, is the only true basis of real 
and lasting prosperity. 
Uzziah also 
gave an exhibition of worldly wisdom 
that he strengthened the defenses of 
the nation (v. 9-10). 
Confidence in 
God does not paralyze human energy 
or make us presumptuous and care- 
less 
(I 
Chron. 
27:25-31). 
Uzziah 
brought the army up to a high point 
of 
efficiency 
(v. 
13-15), 
using 
the 
best weapons known in his day. We, 
likewise, may be "marvelously helped" 
from the same source and upon the 
same conditions; viz., that we "seek 
the Lord" (Eph. 6:10; Phi. 5:13), 


m. Punishment, vv. 16^1. (1) Pride 


—Uzziah's fall and shame is one ot 
the saddest chapters in history. 
His 
strength became his ruin. 
"When he 
was strong his heart was lifted up." 
Poverty, struggle and adversity are 
not passports to glory though they 
have strengthened the moral fiber of 
thousands. 
The 
tempting 
tests 
of 
prosperity, gilded, perfumed and at- 
tractive are, however, far more hard 
to withstand. Pride always leads to (2) 
Presumption—Centuries 
before 
God 
had 
warned 
men 
that 
prosperity 
would lead to ruin (Deut. 8:11-17; 
32:13-15) 
and 
Solomon 
also 
gave 
warning (Prov. 16:18). Tho subtlety 
of pride is the gradual way by which 
we come to look upon our ptrosperlty 
as the work of our own hands, there- 
by forgetting the source of our pow- 
er and becoming filled with a feeling 
of our own self-sufiHciency. The next 
step was that Uzziah assumed to him- 
self those duties (v. 16) which right- 
fully and exclusively belonged to the 
priesthood (see Num. 16:40; 18:7; I 
Kings 12:33; 12:l-i; Heb.5:4). (3) Pro- 
testing—We now behold the strange 
spectacle of the king protesting for 
the wrong and the faithful priests 
Azariah for the right^ A sad specta- 
cle Indeed when the head of a nation 
openly avows the wrong and persists 
in it despite the protests of the serv- 
ants of God. 
The last part of verse 
18 indicates the extent and perver- 
sity of Uzziah's pride. 
Admonition 
only aroused the anger of the all-con- 
quering monarch. 
No 
honor 
ever 
comes from disobeying God (I Sam. 
2:30; Dan. 5:37). 
Uzziah apparently 
(T. 19) was about to use the censer in 
his hand as a weapon in execution 
of his wrath, but God interfered (I 
Peter 6:6-7). 
Azariah is saved and 
Uzziah becomes a leper. 


We must not press the teaching that 
all sickness is the result of sin (read 
Job). 


Uzziah was forever separated (r. 
21) and was in his death "unclean" be- 
cause "His heart was lifted to his de- 
itruction." 


There «re four suggestions fn clos- 
ing: 
(1) Uzziah's pride had gone too 
far; secretly and perhaps unconsciotis- 
ly it had slowly, but surely permeated 
his whole nature. 


(2) Leprosy was a fitting punish- 
ment, for it was an emblem of tha 
foulness of his sin. 


(3) His leprous condition was in 
marked contrast w i ^ what he had 
formerly enjoyed. 


(4) His punishment shut him out ef- 
fectually from the work of his king- 
dom—ability, strength, experience and 
ambition 
fall 
beiora tiia 
blightinf 
blast of sin.

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Discassing Second 
Place. 


With the meeting of the democratic national committee to select 
the time and place for the next national convention but a few days 
away, "Washington is busying itself with a renewal of the discussion 
as to who is^ to be chosen as W^ilson's running mate in the campaign 
next year. Naturally, Mr. Marshall's name comes first to mind, with 
two or three other favorite sons as alternatives in event a change is 
to be made in the "old ticket." 


Some things have been cleared up within the past few weeks. One 
of these is the groundless rumor that the president himself desired a 
new running mate. Following the appearance of these reports, it is 
now known that the president has taken pains to assure friends of 
the Indiana man that in case he is himself renominated he will be en- 
tirely pleased to have Mr. Marshall on the ticket with him again. And 
JMr. Marshall is himself decorously sawing wood and saying nothing. 
He has made it clear that he doesn't intend to make a bid for re- 
nomination. If it comes to him as the will of the democratic conven- 
tion, well and good, but he will make no effort to get it, and will per- 
jnit no unseemly scramble on the part of hiis friends. 
V 
Gossip regarding new possibilities for the vice presidential place 
on the ticket has involved the names of Congressman Kent, of Cali 
fornia, who is catalogued as an independent; Senator Hamilton 
Lewis, of Illinois, and Brand Whitlock, of Ohio, while the latest pro- 
duct of the political dope-dreamers advances the fantastical idea 
that the Indiana organization may desert Mr. Marshall and give In- 
diana's votes to CTOvernor Ralston. The two things that stand in the 
way of the latter contingency seem to be that in the first place Gov- 
ernor Ralston would never permit it and the Indiana crowd would 
never think of doing it. 


Simmered down, it appears that all the talk of a new vice presi- 
dential candidate is the outcome not of objection to Mr. Marshall, but 
a reverential salaam to the grim old precedent which has operated 
against the renomination of a vice president. 
Custom has usually 
dictated the choice of a new man for succession to the vice presiden- 
tial office, and the candidate has generally been picked with an eye 
to the main chance in some doubtful state or with the view of en- 
listing the helpful assistance of somebody in possession of a financial 
belt of large proportions and a disposition to cut it. This administra- 
tion has not regarded precedents as especially sacred, however. The 
preponderance of indication at this time is that another precedent 
-wall be shattered and that Mr. Marshall will be renominated despite 
some ambitious rival booms now in process of incubation.

B. J . (iriswold

and from I'ort \Vayne when lie estab- 
lished his fort here. 


The Resolutions. 
Tlie resolutions adopted by the unan- 
imous vote of the mass nieetinpf are as 
follows:

Erection of a Monument in Honor of 
Gen. Anthony Wayne: 
"Whereas, You have kindly encouraged

Wayne, we, the citizens of the east side 
of Fort Wayn©, respectfully submit for 
your consideration the following resolu- 
tion adopted at a mass meeting on the 
cecond day of December. 1915: 


"Resolved, That it is the sentiment of 
the citizens of the east side that the most 
suitable lofaiion for sui-h a monument is 
furnished by Hayden park before the re- 
cently erected Harmar sciiool. 


"The following 
arguments 
appear to 
«peak- 
conclusively 
for

resohition 
adopted: 


"]. Historical. 
It is nmie than probable 
that Gen. Anthony Wayne after having 
decisively defeated the Indians at Fallen 
Timbers and entering the region wliich 
now comprises tlie city of Fort Wayne, 
on the 17th day of September, 17;>4, must 
have passed over, or near tlie very spot 
which to us seems to be the proper plaec 
for his monument; tlie entire eaist side, 
especially the vicinity of Harmar street, 
teems with historical recollections. 
It is 
here that the memory of Anthony Wiiyne 
should have some visible representation. 


"2. Artistic and esthetic. A monument, 
a work of art, commemorating a great 
man should 
be pla<ied in 
surroundings 
which not only make it ¡¡ossible to gain 
an unobstructed view of the statue from 
all sides, but which insure to it an ap- 
i roprlate setting that is fully in harmony 
with tlie idea and creation of the artist 
or sculptoi-. We doubt very much whether 
in 
our whole city any place could 
be 
forund where this demand of art would be 
complied with in a better manner than at 
the spot which in our opinion sliould be 
selected for the monument. 
The splendid 
architectural beauty of the new Harmar 
school building, the free and open space 
on the lawns as well as the shrubbery at 
which the statue will look down, and this 
place all will assist in furnishing ideal 
surroundings to 
the 
gift of 
gratitude 
which our city is at last offering to the 
memory of the man from whom it has 
derived its name. 


"3. Accessibility. 
Outside of the con- 
gested business streets of the city there 
is hardly 
any 
thoroughfare in 
Fort 
Wayne which is used more by our city 
than the 
Uncoln 
highway or 
Maumee 
r.venUe. 
Thousands of 
people 
driving 
along Maumee avenue from the east will 
be flelighted by the view of the statue in 
Hayden 
park, offset by Harmar 
school 
' in 
the 
background. 
Attention 
is 
also 
called to the fact that no less than five 
different streets are running together at 
this point viz., Washington street, Jeffer- 
son street, Harmar street, Maumee ave- 
r-ue and Division street, the latter being 
on the east line of the little park. 


"4. Educational and patriotic. 
It is of 
vital importance to keep the memory of 
the great men of our country before the 
' mind of the growing generation. 
The 800 
piupils of Harmar school will be benefited 
vby the daily and inspiring sight of the 
Wayne monument; within short distances 
from this spot there are the Clay school, 
McCuUoufirh school, St. Mary's school, St. 
Paul's school, the Sister's school, Con- 
cordia school, the

high 
Fchool 
and 
Concordia 
college. 
In 
the 
.children and your.g men or women at- 
tendinfir these Institutions the monument 
Is bound to kindle patriotic sentiments,

' «hould be given to. the east side in order 
to make the distribution of beautiful im- 
provements somewhat equal in the dif- 
ferent parts of the town.

Passenger conductors get $165 
for from 4,000 to 6,000 miles and $2.75 
per 100 miles for

6,000 miles. 
Brakemen receive $82.05 for 4,000 to 6,- 
000 miles and $1.35 per hundred for 
mileage over 6,000. 
Another concession 
granted Wabash employes which is new 
to them ^n annual passes. 
For men in 
the service live years, division passes 
are to be issued; in 
the 
service ten 
years entitles them to transportation 
for themselves and families over th.j 
division and a service of fifteen continu-

.such contracts with complete integrity 
to its employes.

FIRST NATIOIMl 
BABy m COMING 


Planned by Women's Clubs 
to Teach Duty of Par- 
ents to Oifspring. 


By Frederick M. Kerby. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. S.—"We can't 
let babies die and then blame the rpsult 
on Divine Providence!" 
So said Julia 
Latlnop, chief of the children's biireaii 
of the department of lAÌ)or, summing up 
tlio reasons "vvliy the bureau is going to 
promote 
% nation-wide 
Baby 
Week, 
^larch 4 to 11, 1916. 


"i do believe," said Miss Lathrop, "that 


started -with a million of the most alert 
and intelligent women in the country. 


The Children's Bureau is to co-operate 
by preparing a special bulletin with prac- 
tical suggestions 
for observing Baby 
Vv'eeks in communities of different sizes, 
drawn from the experience of a few com- 
munities in such local Baby Week cam- 
paigns as have been held. 


"Whatever 
the 
social and 
medical 
causes of babies' deaths," said Miss La- 
throp, "there is immediate opportunity 
to reduce somewhat the present 
death 
rate by using the methods that we know 
and understand. If babies arc well born 
and well cared for, the death rate will 
dis-appear to the vanishing point. 


And Baby Week shoilld result in a bet- 


ter imderstanding by parents of their ob- 
ligations to their offspring, and a better 
understanding by communities of their 
responsibility to the homos within the 
community. 


"The fact that the parents want to do 
tlieir duty by their children »is pretty 
v eil proved, even if one were inclined to 
question their sense of responsibility, by 
the immediate and widespread demand 
for the pamphlets on "Infant Care" and 
"Prenatal Care," published by the chil- 
dren's bureau. We have sent out about 
200,000 of these two pamphlets in re- 
sponse to individual requests from moth- 
ers representing eveiy type of home in 
every part of the country." 


Miss Lathrop said that the bureau is 


ready to co-operate with any community 
in the countiy that wants to hold a Baby 
Week. 
Forty-one state health officials 
have already written to the bureau offer- 
ing their lielp in promoting Baby Weeks 
in their states. Many other officials and 
organizations are asking the Children's 
Bureau to let them help in the work.

Stotsenburg Files Brief in 
Reply to All Attacks 
on New Law. 


By Willis S. Thompson. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 3.—Attorney 
Gen- 
eral Stotsenburg lias filed the state's 
brief with the supreme court, defending 
the primary election law against all at- 
tacks that have been made against it. 
All points possible were raised and ruled 
upon in the New Albany suit. In that 
case Judge Paris sustained all the pro- 
visions of the statute save siection 13, 
which provides for the payment of a fee 
by aspirants for nomination. 
That sec- 
tion n'lLs held by Judge Paris to be in- 
valid not on the ground that the provi- 
sion >yas unconstitutional, but because in 
the opinion of the court, the fees therein 
provided for 
were unreasonable 
and 
unequal. 


In the brief filed Tuesday Attorney 
General 
Stotsenburg 
says 
on 
this 
point: 
"Our contention 
is 
that 
the 
primary 
provided 
for 
by 
the 
statute in question is not an 'election' as 
that word is used in the constitution, 
but only a mere nominating device, 
which the general 
assembly has the 
right to regulate and safeguard by law. 
Cui- further contention is that the gen- 
eral assembly in safeguarding 
such 
a 
primary has the right to adopt all such 
reasonable regulations as it may deem 
proper and necessary to that end, in- 
cluding restrictions on the right to par- 
ticipate in sucli primary and the collec- 
tion of a fee from candidates before the 
primary/ for services rendered them by 
the «tiite." 


In the suit which "Was brought by the 
lepublican state central 
committee in 
the Marion county 
court, the attorney 
general took no part. This suit was an 
attack upon section ten, which required 
the party affiliation to be declared by all 
voters who may be cliallenged. 
This is 
the section ijitended to protect party 
primaries against interference or control 
from the opposing political organizations. 
In this action the complainant and d-e- 
fendant were both republicans, the at- 
torney for the complainant was from 
tlie r^ptiblican state committee, and the 
attorney for the defendant was from the 
Marion county 
republican 
committee. 
Judge Ewbank held section ten uncon- 
stitvitional and the Indianapolis 
Star 
makes this editorial comment: "Without 
in any way intimating that Judge Ew- 
biink's dcfi^ion in the primarj' law cas« 
before him is political, the fact remains, 
if memory serves correctly, that evcrj' 
decision he has handed down in a case 
viCli ])olilifal iK'urings has gone the waj' 
o'" liie iu'copted republican point of view 
and tlie (le.-ircs of the republican organi- 
y.iilioii. il is the thomo of universal com- 
ment ihr.t tliis |ires.-nt case at the bar is 
very much jiolitics, and very little gen- 
uine law. 
So tlie meaning of it all. is 
p(>litiei;l." 


Aiiorney (n-neral Stotsenburg declined 
have ;!}iy j^art in this suit because it 
v.as "a persoiial suit tliat could effect 
none bni 
t w o 
iniHvirluals" a n d 
b e c a u s e 
all poinfs posfsil'lo to decide were al- 
re;t(iv jieiidin^' in the f;iiprenif» court. 


While the brief filed by tlie attorney 
general contend.^ for the upholding of 
section 13, Avliieh Judge Paris declared 
ir.valid, much attention is given to the 
coiiteution in the New Albany suit that 
sect ion ten is fault>-. On this point tlie 
state's brief contends: 


"Our contention in the pivsentation of 
tliis case shall be, that the general as- 
sembly has full power and authority to 
adopt a law prescribing how nominations 
for ofiice by political parties shall be 
made, and safeguarding the method pre- 
scribed by such rules and regulations as 
the general assembly shall deem neces- 
sary to accomplish 
such end. 
If the 
method adopted by the general assembly 
is by primary, such primary is not an 
'election' as sucl»- word is used in the 
constitution, and, not being an election, 
the general assembly in order to prevent 
members of one party from voting in 
the primary of another, can prescribe an 
oath of party fealty to be made by a 
person oiTering to vote, whose right to 
vote is challenged; the test of party 
fealty, as set forth in such oath, to be 
for the general assembly to fix." 


The appeal is set for oral argument 
December 15.

DEEM DEHAIID HAS 
tl 


Capt. Boy-ed Has Par Over- 
stepped His Diplomatic 
Functions. 


fey Gilson Gardner. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—A demand for 
the recall of Captain Boy-ed, naval at- 
tache of the German embassy, has long 
been justified, by what the state depart- 
ment knows of Boy-ed's activties in the 
United States. The mere fact, admitted 
la court by his attorneys, that he super- 
vised the expenditure of large sums of 
money for the provisioning of German 
cruisers in the Atlantic is a sufficient 
violation of diplomatic 
propriety to 
make him persona non grata. A diplo- 
mat enjoys certain immimities while in 
the foreign coimtry to which he is as- 
signed. On th« other hand, h^ is obliged 
to observe certain proprieties. 
One of 
tliem is that his activities shall be con- 
fined entirely to diplomatic 
functions. 
Aid in war activities is not such a func- 
tion. Using his position and experience 
in the United States to charter American 
ships under false manifests is a llagrant 
violation of diplomatic proprieties. 


Under the accepted 
precedents the 
United States would only need to inti- 
mate to the German 
government 
that 
Boy-ed is not desired in Washington and 
his government would be obliged to re- 
call him. That Mr. AMlson and Secre- 
tary Lansing have not seen fit to do this 
is explained by the fact that they are 
unwilling at this time to interject any 
complicating cause of ofTense 
into the 
controversy which is still pending with 
Germany over the sinking of the Lusi- 
ania and the Arabic. While Germany has 
promised to refrain from such practices 
in the future, it, will be remembered 
that the Lusitania 
incident has never 
been disavowed nor has the question of 
compensation for its \'irtims been ad- 
justed. Some comparatively unimportant 
matter like the request for Boy-ed's re- 
call might, it is felt, be seized upon by

GOLDEN TEXT— A man's pride shall 
.brine him low. but he that In of a lowly 
spirit ihall obtain honor.— Prov. :3:!3

Again we consider the southern 


kingdom. 
No better character could 


have been chosen to illustrate the 
condition of rulers and people in the 
declining days of Judah's glory. Uz- 
ziah ruled for 52 years and his reign 
•was almost midway between the days 
of Solomon and those of the Babylon- 
ian captivity. 


I. Prieat and Parent*, w. 1-5. Tho 


name Uzziah means "God has helped 
me," and no king ever had better ad- 
vantages in the way of parents and 
counselors. 
To the influence of his 


parents he yielded in his youth (v. 4), ' 
followed the good counsel of Zacha- 
riah the prophet of God (v. 5J, and 
as long as he sought the Lord, "God 
made him prosper." Ancestry and en- 
vironment are not, however, a guar- 
anty of any perpetuity in. character. 


II. Pride, w. 6-15. Uzziah or Azariah 


(marg.) made a fine start and his 
reign, considered as a whole, was 
one of the most brilliant in Judah's 
history. It bears some striking resem- 
blances to that of Solomon in that the 
dangerous enemies became subject na- 
tions (v. S). 
In the conduct of hie 


campaigns Uzziah "waxed exceeding- 
ly strong" (v. 8 R. V.) 
Uzziah -also 


greatly improved and strengthened 
Jerusalem and gave much heed to 
etock raising and forestry (v. 10 J. The 
•ecret of all of this prosperity w«» 
that he sought Jehovah. 
Christen- 


dom is not Christianity, yet it is a 
fact that in those lands where God 
is most highly exalted and molt near- 
ly followed we witness the greatest 
prosperity and men living amidst th» 
most comfortable surroundings. Seek 
Jehovah, know his will as revealed in 
his word, and do that will when 
learned, is the only true basis of real 
and lasting prosperity. 
Uzziah also 


gave an exhibition of worldly wisdom 
that he strengthened the defenses of 
the nation (v. 9-10). 
Confidence in 


God does not paralyze human energy 
or make us presumptuous and care- 
less 
(I 
Chron. 
27:25-31). 
Uzziah 


brought the army up to a high point 
of efficiency (v. 13-15). using the 
beat weapons known in his day. We, 
likewise, may be "marrelouily helped*' 
from the same sourco and upon the 
tame condition!; vlr., that we "seek 
tbe Lord'"(Eph. 8:10; Phi. 5:13). 


III. Punishment, w. 1*41. (1) Pride 


— Uzziah 's fall and shame Is one of 
the saddest chapter! in history. His 
strength became his ruin. "When he 
wa* strong his heart was lifted up." 
Poverty, struggle -and adversity are 
not passports to glory though they 
have strengthened the moral fiber of 
thousands. The tempting tests of 
prosperity, elided, perfumed and at- 
tractive are, however, far more hard 
to withstand. Pride always leads to (2) 
Presumption — Centuries before God 
had warned men that prosperity 
would lead to ruin (Deut. 8:11-17; 
82:13-15) and Solomon also gave 
warning (Prov. 16:18). Tho subtlaty 
of pride is the gradual way by which 
we come to look upon our prosperity 
as the work of our own hands, there- 
by forgetting the source of our pow- 
er and becoming filled with a feeling 
Of our own self-wfflciency. The next 
•top was that Uzziah assumed to him- 
self those duties (r. 16) which- right- 
fully and exclusively belonged to the 
priesthood (see Num. 16:40; 18:7; I 
Kings 12:33; 12:1-4; Heb.5:4>. (3)Pro- 
testlng— We now behold the strange 
spectacle of the king protesting for 
the wrong and the faithful priest* 


A Azariah for the right. A sad specta- 


cle indeed when the head of a nation 
openly avows the wrong and persists 
In it despite the protests of the serv- 
ants of God. The last part of veree 
18 indicates the extent and perver- 
sity of Uzziah'i pride. 
Admolaition 


only aroused the anger of the all-con- 
quering monarch. 
No honor ever 


comes from disobeying God (I Sam. 
2:30; Dan. 5:37). 
tlzziah apparently 


(v. 19) was about to use the censer in 
his hand as a weapon in execution 
of his wrath, but God interfered (I 
Peter 6:6-7). Azariah is saved and 
Uzziah becomes a leper. 


We must not press the teaching that 


all sickness is the result of Bin (read 
Job). 


Uzziah was forever separated (v. 


21) and was in his death "unclean" be- 
cause "His heart was lllted^to hii de- 
struction." 


There are four suggestions in clo§- 


Ing: (1) Uzzlah'B pride had gone too 
jfar- secretly and perhaps unconscious- 
ly It had slowly, but surely permeated 
his whole nature. 


(2) Leprosy was a fitting punish- 


ment, for it wa« an emblem of the 
foulness of his sin. 


(3) His leprous condition was in 


marked contrast with what he had 
tornvsrly enjoyed. 


(4) His punishment shut him out ef- 


fectually from the work of.hU king- 
dom—ability, strength, experience and 
ambition fall before the blighting 
blast of sin.

TORONTO WEEPS AT WARRIOR'S RETURN 1 


With the meeting of the democratic national committee to select 


the time and place for the next national convention but a few days 
away, Washington is busying itself with a renewal of the discussion 
as to who is to be chosen as Wilson's running mate in the campaign 
next year. Naturally, Mr. Marshall's name comes first to mind, with 
two or three other favorite sons as alternatives in event a change is 
to be made in the "old ticket." 


Some things have been cleared up within the past few weeks. One 


of these is the groundless rumor that the president himself desired a 
new running mate. Following the appearance of these reports, it is 
now known that the president has taken pains to assure friends of 
the Indiana man that in case he is himself renominated he will be en- 
tirely pleased to have Mr. Marshall on the ticket with him again. And 
Mr. Marshall in himself decorously sawing wood and saying nothing. 
He has made it clear that ho doesn't intend to make a bid for re- 
nomination. If it comes to him as the will of the democratic conven- 
tion, well and good, but he will make no effort to got it, and will per- 
mit no unseemly scramble on the part of hiis friends. 


Gossip regarding new possibilities for the vice presidential place 


on the ticket has involved the names of Congressman Kent, of Cali 
fornia, who is catalogued as an independent; Senator Hamilton 
Lewis, of Illinois, and Brand Whitlock, of Ohio, while the latest pro- 
duct or the political dope-dreamers advances the fantastical idea 
that the Indiana organization may desert Mr. Marshall and give In- 
diana's votes to Governor Ralston. The two thing* that stand in the 
way of the'lattcr contingency seem to be that in the first place Gov- 
ernor Ralston would never permit it and the Indiana crowd would 
never think of doing it. 


Simmered down, it appears that all the talk of n. new vice presi- 


dential tandidatc is the outcome not of objection to Mr. Marshall, but 
a reverential salaam to the grim old precedent which has operated 
against the renomination of a vice president. Custom has usually 
dictated the choice of a new man for succession to the vice presiden- 
tial office, and the candidate has generally been picked with an eye 
to the main chance in some doubtful state or with the view of en- 
listing the helpful assistance of somebody in possession of a financial 
belt of large proportions and a disposition to cut it. This administra- 
tion has not regarded precedents as especially sacred, however. Thc- 
preponderance of indication at this time is that another precedent 
will be shattered and that Mr. Marshall will be renominated despite 
some ambitious rival booms now in process of incubation.

Resolutions at Big 


Mass Meeting. 


The people of the grwtt east side of 


Tort Wayne made a strong plea at a 
mass meeting held Thursday evening in 
the Harmar school assembly room to 
have the northwest corner of Hayden 
park chosen as the site for the eques- 
trian statue of Gen. Anthony Wayne 
tliat 5* to be erected as a memorial to 
that revolutionary hero and Indian 
fighter. Resolutions setting forth the 
historical and other claims of this site 
w?re adopted by unanimous vote. The 
Olive club, an east side social club with 
a large membership, has adopted similar 
resolutions. 


The mass meeting Thursday night was 


attended by more than one hundred 
citizens of that section of the city. Coun- 
cilman A. H. Keller, of the Eighth ward, 
WM made chairman of the meeting and 
ATery M. Groves secretary. Couneilman- 
•t-Large Jacob Hartman. who resides in 
the Eighth ward, and Prof. Louis Dorn, 
of Concordia college, who ie a member 
of the park board, made strong ad- 
dresses for the Hayden park site. Oth- 
ers present were also heard. Col. D. N. 
KoBter, president of the park board and 
a member of the Anthony Wayne monu- 
ment commission, in the courso of an 
•ddress told the meeting that when at 
its last meeting the commission took a 
•»ote on the question of a site one-half 
of the membership favored Hayden park 
«nd the other half the northwest corner 
of the court house square. Colonel Fos- 
ter confessed himself ignorant of the 
identity of those who voted against 
Havdeu park, but said he knew that 
me of them now favored the Hayden

folks to get busy," he said.

WABASH TRAINMEN 
HAS WORKED 27 


YEARS FOR PENNSY 


Get Increase in Wages and 


Annual Passes for 
Selves and Wives. 


Conductors and 
Brakemen 
on the 


Wabash have been 
advised of a new- 


wage schedule whiffo became effective 
December 1, which is a nice increase 
over the schedule in effect up to that 
date. The 
new \Bchedule 
bases the 


amount of wages 
upon 
the milage 


traveled in the performance of their 
duties. Passenger conductors get $105 
for from 4,000 to 0,000 miles and $2.7o 
per 100 miles for 
over 
0,000 miles. 


Brakemen receive .$82.05 for 4,000 to 15,- 
000 miles and 81.35 per hundred for 
mileage over 0,000. Another concession 
granted Wabash employes which is now 
to them in annual passes. For men in 
the service five years, division passe* 
are to be issued; in the 
service ten 


vears entitles them to transportation 
for themselves and families over tVj 
division and a service of fifteen continu- 
ous years entitles the men and their 
•wives to annual passes over the entire 
Wabash system. 
With few exceptions 


this arrangement is similar to that in 
force on the Pennsylvania the past two 
or three yeat*.

FIRST NATIONAL 


BABY W§ COMING 


Planned by Women's Clubs 


to Teach Duty of Par- 


ents to Offspring. 


By Frederick M. Kcrby. 


Washington, D. C., I>cc. £.—"We can't 


let babies die and then blame the result 
on Divine Providence!" 
So said Julia 


Lathrop, chief of the children's Imreiui 
of the department of Ubor, summing up 
the reasons why the bureau is going to 
promote a nationwide Baby Week, 


started with a. million of the most alert 
and intelligent women in the country. 


The Children's Bureau is to co-operate 


by preparing a special bulletin with prac- 
tical suggestions 
for observing Baby 


V>'ceks in communities of different sizes, 
drawn from the experience of a few com- 
munities in such local Baby Week cam- 
paigns as have been held. 


"Whatever the social and medical 


causes of babies' deaths," said Miss T>a- 
throp, "there is immediate opportunity 
to reduce somewhat the present 
death 


rule by using the methods that wo know 
and understand. If babies are well born 
nnd well cared for, the death rate will 
disappear to the vanishing point. 


And Baby Week should result in a bet- 


trr iiiidrrytanding by parents of their ob- 
lif'utinnrt to their offspring, and u better 
understanding by communities of tlieir 
responsibility to the homes within the 
CL'imnunity. 


"Tin- fact that the parents want to do 


their duty by their children is pretty 
well proved, even if one were inclined to 
i|iieslion their sense of responsibility, by 
the immediate and widespread demand 
for the pamphlets on "Infunt Care" nnd 
"Prenatal Care," published by the chil- 
dren's bureau. We have sent out about 
200,000 of 1he.se two pamphlets in re- 
sponse to individual requests from moth- 
er* representing every type of home in 
every part of the country." 


-Miss Lathrop said tJat the bureau is 


ready to co-operate with any community 
in the country that wants to hold a Baby 
Week. Forty-one state health officials 
have already written to the bureau offer- 
ing their help in promoting Baby Weeks 
in their states. Many other officials and 
organizations arc asking the Children's 
Bureau to let them help in the work.

Reply to All Attacks 


on New Law.

Indianapolis, Dec. 3.—Attorney 
Gen- 


cial Stotsenburg has filed the state's 
brief with the supreme court, defending 
tile-primary election law against all at- 
tacks that have been made against it. 
AU points possible- were raised and ruled 
upon in the New Albany suit. In that 
case Judge Paris sustained all the pro- 
visions of the statute gave section 13, 
which provides for the payment of a, fee 
by aspirants for nomination. That sec- 
tion was field by Judge Paris to be in- 
valid not on the ground that the provi- 
sion was unconstitutional, but because in

proper and necessary to that end, in- 
cluding restrictions on the right to par- 
ticipate in surh primary and the collec- 
tioif of a fee from candidates before the 
primary for services rendered them by 
the state." 


In the'suit which was brought by the 


republican state ventral 
committee in 


the Marion county court, the attorney 
general took no part. This suit was an 
attack upon section ten, which required 
tho party affiliation to lie declared by all 
voters who may be challenged. Thisls 
the section intended to protect party 
primaries against interference or control 
from the opposing political organizations. 
In this action thi: complainant and de- 
fendant were both republicans, the at- 
torney for the complainant was from 
the republican state committee, and the 
attorney for the defendant was from the 
Marion county republican committee. 
Judge Ewbank held section ten uncon- 
stitutional and the Indianapolis Star 
makes this editorial comment: "Without 
in any way intimating that Judge Ew- j 
bank's decision in the primary law caw; 
before him is political, the fact remain*, 
if memory servos correctly, that every 
dc'cision he has handed down in a case 
with political bearing* has gone the way 
of the accepted republican point of view 
and the desires of the republican organi- 
zation, it is the theme of universal com- 
ment that this present case nt tin; bar is 
very much politics, and very little gen- 
uine law.

Attorney General Stotsenburg declined 


to have any part in this suit Iwcaimc it 
was "a personal suit that could effect 
none but two individuals" and because 
all points possible to decide were al- 
ready ponding in the supreme court. 


While the brief tiled by the attorney 


general contends for the upholding of 
section 13, which Judge Paris declared 
invalid, much attention is given to the 
contention in thn New Albany suit that 
section ten is faulty. On this point the 
Klntn'tt brief contends: 


"Our contention in the presentation of 


this raise shall be. that the general as- 
sc-inbly has full power and authority to 
adopt "a law prescribing how nominations 
for office, by political parties shall IIP 
made, and safeguarding the. mHhod pro- 
scribed by such rules and regulation* as 
the general assembly shall deem neces- 
sary to accomplish 
such end. 
If the 


method adopted by the general assombh 
is by primary, such primary is not an 
'election' as such word is used in the 
constitution, and, not being an election 
the general assembly in order to prevent 
members of ono party from voting ii 
the primary of another, can prescribe nn 
oath of party fealty.to IMS made by a 
person offering to vote, ivliose right to 
vote is challenged; the test of party 
fralty. as set forth in such oath, to hi 
for the general assembly to fix." 


The appeal is set for oral argumen

Oapt. Bpy-ed Has Far Over- 


stepped His Diplomatic 


Functions. 


.By Gilson Gardner. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—A demand for 


thc~TccaH of Captain Boy-ed. naval at- 
tache of. the German embassy, has long 
been justified by what the state depart- 
ment knows of Boy-ed's activties in the 
United States. The mere fact, admitted j 
iu court by his attorneys, that he super- 
vised the expenditure of large sums of 
money for the provisioning of German 
cruisera in the Atlantic is a sullieient 
violation of diplomatic propriety to 
make him persona lion grata. A diplo- 
mat enjoys certain immunities while in 
the foreign country to which he is as- 
signed. On the other hand, he is obliged 
to observe certain proprieties. One of 
them is that his activities shall be con- 
fined entirely to diplomatic 
functions. 


Aid in war activities is not such a func- 
tion. Using his position and eiperienw 
in the United States to charter Aiuuricau 
ships under false manifests is a. flagrant 
violation of diplomatic proprieties. 


Under the accepted 
precedents the 


United States would only need to inti- 
mate to the German government that 
Boy-ed is not desired in Washington and 
bin government would be obliged to re- 
call him. That Mr. Wilson and Seerc- 
ttry Lansing have not seen fit to do this 
is explained by the fact that they are 
unwilling at this time to interject any 
complicating cause of offense 
into the 


controversy which is still pending with 
Germany over the sinking of the Lusi- 
ania and the Arabic. While Ormany has 
promised to refrain from such practices 
in the future, it will be remembered 
that the Lusitania 
incident has never 


teen disavowed nor has the question (if 
compensation for its victims been ad- 
justed. Some comparativf.lv unimportant 
matter like the Tequeet for Boy-cd's re- 
call might, It is felt, be seized upon by 
the Herman foreign office a« a eansp of 
offense which would serve as » pretext 
for refusing to go on with negotiations 
over the more important cause of dif- 
ference. Our government is unwilling to 
afford even » pretext for non-compliance 
with the Lueitania demands.
